Under 
that appointment I registered several 
names to vote at. the then coming elec- 
tion, among them George Sears, W. P. 
Sears, 8. W. Mitchell, F. J. Behre, 
Francisco Carr , anda number of 
others; swore thém as to their qualifica- 
tions, obtained their signatures to the 
proper affidavits, and brought in those 
affidavits and delivered them to R. 
Bilderrain, County Assessor, on the 
morning of October 26th. I gave my 
appointment as deputy to Mr. Adams 
to deliver to the County Clerk the same 
day, about 10:30 a.m., while on the 
train. Those names did not appear on 
the Great Register, and the persons were 
not allowed to vote because of that 
fact. I keep a store at Azusa; received 
a notice from Mr. Dunsmoor that 
voters would not be registered after 
October 2d, and posted it in my store. 
First heard that the time of pape | 
was extended at a public meeting hel 
at Azusa, October 22d, and had no 
other notice. We received the Great 
Register at Azusa about 6 o’clock p. m., 
November 1, 1886, and found, for the first 
time, that those names were not therein. 
If Dunsmoor had notified me on Octo- 
ber 26th that my action in taking those 
names was illegal I could have returned 
and registered them over again. I 
first received notice that my action was 
illegal at midnight October 26th, and 
that those names would not appear on 
the register, by a messenger from town.

sworn: I lived at Azusa in October 
and November, 1886. I was registered 
by John McNish, who swore me, to 
something—don’t know what—on Oc- 
tober 25th last.

I do not 
know that the first notice the Demo- 
crats had of the extension of time of 
registration was when & saw the 
roof of the notice issued by Brierly, 
tober 2Ist. [Brierly’s notice is to the 
effect thet a supplement: ry 
will be prepared, including all names 
to October 27th, and giving names of 
deputies authorized to take such 
names.] I did not know that Brierly’s 
notice was to go to Republicans only 
but naturally supposed so. I notified 
the Democratic party of the extension 
of time of registration by the notices 
that 1 issued to deputies on October 
20th. I do not think I was ever con- 
sulted with as to the notice issued 
from the Republicin headquarters 
October 26th. [This was a notice 
to go and register before Wednes- 
day nicht.] After the issuing 
of the Great Register, copies were 
laced on the desks in my office.

Our Streets Again. 


Should the Legislature, unfortunate- 
Iy, adjourn without providing for 
Los Angeles the means of relief from 
her present deplorable streets, then 
some plan must be devised to meet the 
emergency, for to ‘continue our 
thoroughfares in their unimproved 
condition year is not to 
be thought As a city we have 
suffered too much humiliation already 
on this account. Asa community we 
have sustained untold damage by 
reason of our bad streets, and the 
thing is not to be endured much 
longer. It is too much for human 
nature to bear. What is needed is a 
proper pavement of the principal 
thoroughfares, and there is a way to 
bring this about, Legislature or no 
Legislature, if the people will only set 
themselves to the task. 

A large majority of the lot-holders 
along any business street of the city 
are not only willing but anxious for 
pavement ; but there is now and then a 
miserable, miserly stick-in-the-mud 
who objects to anything which may 
entail expense. What was good for 
him 20 or 30 years age is good enough 
now, and he stands himself bolt up- 
right in the way of any progress, 


be, is balked in its good purposes. 
We are not in favor of boycotting, as 
a rule, but if there is no other way to 
effect a reform, we would not stop even 
at that. Steps should be taken to ascer-

28 tain the name and location of every 
00 | stick-in-the-mud who objects to a proper 


improvement by paving and guttering 
our principal streets. This could be 
done by calling a meeting of the owners 
abutting on a street to be paved, say, 
for example, Spring street, between 
Temple and Sixth streets. That meet- 
ing could resolve that the street should 
be paved, and could appoint a commit- 
tee, of which His Honor, the Mayor, 
and the Superintendent of Streets 
should be members, to carry out the 
purpose, designate the kind of pave- 
ment, and so forth. Each land-owner 
upon the street or part of street to be 
improved should be asked to sign an 
agreement to pay his just share of the 
expenses, and if he refuse, then boycott 
him and his property. The worst stick- 
in-the-mud in the city could thus be 
brought to terms, and be compelled to 
discharge his duty to the public as a good 
citizen. 

There is a way, no doubt, to reach the 
worst case of old fogyism,. and the peo- 
ple are presumably in a right temper, 
after these last few weeks of experience, 
to meet’ any emergency of the kind. 
If some mere stick-in-the-mud should 
seek to save money by avoiding the 
small expense of paving in front of his 
store or place of business, he can easily 
be taught that such would be a losing 
game with him. People could and 
should cease to do business with a man 
or firm of that description; and if we

EpwIn Booru tn “HAMLET.” — The opera 
house was crowded to its fullest capacity 
last night with an audience eager to wit- 
ness the performance of Edwin Booth in 
what is regarded his masterpiece of Shake- 
spearean delineation, the character of 
„Hamlet.“ The play, condensed as it is for 
acting purposes, is yet the longest in Mr. 
Booth’s repertory; and, owing to the late- 
ness ofa the hour when the curtain fell, 
it is impossible to do justice to the perform- 
ance on the present occasion. N 
Suflice it to say, that, from the standpoint 
taken by Mr. Booth in his conception of the 
character, his rendition of the part was 
marked by all the fire, energy and consum- 
mate grace of which he is so acknowledged 
amaster. Noone of Shakes s crea- 
tigns has been the subject of such wide con- 
troversy as the amount of lit- 
erature which has published, discuss- 
ing the play from every point of view, and 
particularly endeavoring to elucidate the 
vexed question of “Hamlet’s” madness— 
whether it it was assumed or real; 
whether he was mad and thought 
that he was only assuming so to be would 
till a library. It is hence impossible for an 
one actor to satisfy every one in his attem 
to embody the ideal Hamlet.“ Probably 
most poetic creation of the ever seen 
upon the boards was that of Feehter, in his 
palmy days, and before dissipation 
wrought havoc upon his constitution. The 
e, dreamy face; the large blue eyes and 
ong fair hair and noble en made a 
stage picture seldom seen, while the im- 
passioned tenderness of his voice, the grace 
of his action and complete absorption in the 
character e his accent almost unnotice-

Mr. Booth discards the idea of presenting

The pleasure of 
listening to his delivery and in tation 
of the poet’s lines is one that no student 
and lover of the can afford to forego. 
Ihe condensation of the play is most 
judicious, and everything that ‘could 
possibly offend the most dious has been 
careful 7 eliminated. It is not within the 
scope of this notice to attempt any enumer- 
ation ot the beauties of the representation, 
but ae @mong all was the masterly 
treatment of the scene with Ophelia, where, 
in bidding her adieu, he softens the harsh- 
ness of his farewell words with a pathetic 
tenderness that was infinitely touching. 
The arrangement of the play scene was com- 
meg | ineffective, but its culmination 
ht down the well-earned applause. 
The soliloquy beginning “O, what a rogue 
and peasant slave am I““ was in its delivery 
the only exception to the eral fine effect 
of Mr. Booth’s delivery. It was rendered in 
a manner little removed from the colloquial, 
and was consequently weak. The advice to 
the players was a fine study, and indeed in 
all those passagés where the reflective and 
contemplative elements of Hamlet's“ char- 
acter are illustrated, Mr. Booth wag decidedly 
at his very best. 
The “Ghost,” played by Mr. Charles Bar- 
was very fine. The facial make-up of 
‘“*Iloratio” was the only amusing thing in 
the tragedy. The “Ophelia” of Miss Emma 
Vaders was touchingly rendered, and up to 
a certain point was reall
